To that we reply that though the ‘individuals 
changed, the central authority in Paria was 
always strong enough to. pat down’ internal 
opposition and to direct operations against: . | 
foreign Powers. It is quite possible, of conrse, © 
that the first revolutionary Government might” - 
o8 swept away quickly, and thit, in fact, two 
or three ephemeral Governments might follow 
one another. Still,‘there would be a central 
authority always which would be able to direct 
the condact of the Empire. Ifa really strong 
Government. arose out of the 'revolation:‘its 
oredit would speedily be established. Once 
the financial .world ‘rocoguised that it ‘was 
strong enough to maintain order it would ba 
able to bor:ow. It is ‘clearly in the interest of *. 
the countries which have lent largely. to 
Russia—France, Germany, and Holland—that 
there should not be either repudiation or 
default. Therefore, it would be incumbent’ 
apon the Money markets in the, three countries 
to give such financial assistance as would’ 
enable tho new Government. to pay ita way. 
Oa the other hand, if a strong Government did 
not ariso—if Government followed Govern- 
ment very quickly, and the outside world 
feared that there was nobody able to maintain 
order—then it ia probable that Rugsia would 
not be able to borrow. And in that case: 
there is a possibility that she might-not be 
able to keep faith with her creditors. for’a 
while.

Jost‘ at first there may be a 
sharp fall in Parie, Borlio, and” Amsterdam 
Bat if the revolation is carried through qaickly 
and a strong. revolutionary Government is 
formed, the recovery will -be speedy, for the 
world has grown: tired of atitooracy and 
bureaucracy, and a really strong revolutionary 
Government.would be welcomed as promising & 
satter state of things. Oaly if the revolation 
ware to be very protracted, and ephemeral o- 
vernment wereto follow éphemeral Government, 
would the Stock markets be long dopressed.

POSITION SAID TO BE SERIOUS, 


' ‘The 19th ordinary general meeting of _the 
Egypt Exploration Fund was held on Friday 
week in the rooms of the Royal Society, the 
‘President, Sir John Evans, F.R.8., in the 
chair. It will be seen below that he is now 
resigning that office. After the reading of the 
minutes of the last meeting by Miss Emily 
Paterson and other basinese, the hon. trea- 
surer, Mr, H. A. Grueber, read his financial 
report, from which it appeared that the total 
expenditure of the exploration fund had been 
£3,215, as against £3,084 last year. The 
receipts were £2,300, as against £1,806, and 
in them was included America’s contribution 
of £534. Thus there was a deficit of £914. The 
disbursements of the ,archwological survey 
were £501 and for the Greco-Roman branch 
£581: The general balance-shest showed that 
the assets of the fand and its branches amount- 
ed on Joly 31 last to £2,377, as against £3,061 
. last year. The position of the exploration fand 
_was serious, especially as two years ago it had 
‘a balance of: over £3,000. This result was 
largely due to. the falling off of American 
contributions, as the Americans were (now 
determined “to stand on their own feet.” \ 
The President then delivered his address, in 
which, after expressing regret at the deaths 
of Mr. William Fowler, the original founder 
of the “Fowler.Fund,” Sir Charles Wilson, Mr. 
P. D.\Mocatta, Mr. Godfrey Wedgwood, Dr. J. 
A. Cros3.Mr. J. W. Anderson, and Mr. J. 
Morris, he said that, notwithstanding the low 
condition of the finances, work had been carried 
on in two directions—first by Profoesor. Petrie, 
principally in Sinai; and, secondly, by M. Na- 
ville and Mr. Hall at Deir el Bahari, They 
were greatly indebted to the trustees of the 
British Maseum for facilities-sfforded to Mr. 
Hall. Important work had been done by explor- 
ers entirely independent of the fand - by Mr. 
Theodore M. Davis, a memter of the American 
. committee, and Mr. T. E. Qaibell in a branch 
valley of the Tombs of the Kings, and by 
_ M. Legrain at the Temple. of Karnak. Sir 
John Brunner had generously given £1,000 to 
the Institute of Archeology in connexion with 
the University of Liverpool, with the special 
object of securing the services of Mr. Percy 
Newberry and: Mr. Garstang. By the liberality 
of Mrs.. Hearst Dr. G. A. Reisner had been 
able to continue his exploration to the north 
of the great Pyramid of Ghizeh. The Sirdar 
(Sir F. R. Wingate) had borrowed the services 
of Dr. Bndge: for the examination of the pyra- 
mids of Gebel Barkal and the island of Meroe. 
Mr. N. Da Garis Davies had been occupied 
at Bl Amarna, and Drs. Grenfell and Hant at 
Oxyrhyncus. Sir John Evans announced that 
he was retiring from the presidency next April, 
and made gratefal acknowledgment to all 
those with whom he had worked, and espe- 
cially to. Miss Emily Paterson, the secretary. 


PROF. PLINDERS PETRIE'S ADDRESS. 


Professor Flinders Petrie then gave his 

’ address, in the course of which he said :—As 
it was impossible to conduct any large excava- 

tions, like those at Abydos, with the small 

resources which could be spared from other 

work of the fond, the scope of my party last 

winter lay rather in copying than in excava- 

tion. A’much neglected site, which was suited 

to sach work, was found in Sinai, where no 

attempt had been made to clear the temple 

of Serabit, and no copyist had stayed more 

thana day or two. This work which we had 

in view was farther facilitated by the elabo- 
rate compilation of the inscriptions from all 
existing sources, by Captain R. Weill (Zecueil 
des Inscriptions Egyptiennes du Sinai) ; and 
* theanthor requested to join our party, and 
assisted in checking copies while he was with 
us, daring the earlier half of the season. Mr. 
Correlly went to Koptos and recrnited 28 
workmen, mainly of my old friends; then 
marched them to Kosseir, went 200 miles up 
the Red Sea by boat, and finally - marched 
from Tor to Maghareh. We turned over many 
of the mining heaps of the Egyptians at 
Maghareh, and settled that they only 
worked there for turquoise. The insorip- 
tion of Semerkhet of the Ist dynasty 
was, refoond, drawn, and photographed. 
A new inscription of Sa-nekht, the founder 
of the IlIIrd dynasty, -was discovered ; 
it shows that this king was of strongly Ethio- 
pian type, thos suggesting. a southern inva- 
sion at that time. Tho inscription of Zeser 
* was also re-found and drawn complete. The 
_ later inscriptions from Khnfa to the XIIth 

dynasty. had been mainly destroyed by recent 
mining; on my reporting this, Sir William 
Garstin provided s credit for the removal of the 
scolptares to Cairo, and Mr. Currelly under- 
took that work suoceesfally after our excava- 
ting season was over. At Serabit el Kbidem 
we cleared ont completely all the temple and 
its surroundings. The evidences of Semitic 
worship were prominent here, in each. respect 
being of a kind unknown in Egypt. Three large 
lavers were placed in the temple, and another 
at the door ; these were evidently for ceremo- 
nial ablations, ss the two largest chambers of 
the temple had a laver in the centre of each, 
sarrounded by foor pillars. Such ablutions 
as a main featare ina temple are unknown 
in Egypt, -bat are essential in Jewish and 
Moslem worship. The study of the records 
of the expeditions will throw light on va- 


rious titles and on the Ezyptian organiea-} 


- tion. We have thus not only cleared an im- 
portant ontlying district where Egypt was long 
dominant, but have obtained unexpected light 
on Semitic ritual, older than any traces in 
Palestine and Arabia, And now, my friends, I 
have to tay fatewell to you. For nine yeara 
* past we have worked together ; the discoveries 
in the carly dynasties of Egypt, and the de- 


velopment of the prebistorio civilisation, will 
ever be the monument of those fruitfal yeara 
that we have spent. And if the recent tasks of 
the fond have proved too heavy a burden for 
it, yourcommittee have had two courses open 
—firat, of giving subscribers their choice of 
one or other of two different researches ; or, 
secondly, of supporting Dr. Naville’s work by 
the fand, and leaving my own work to te 
supported by the research account. They pre’ 
ferred the latter course, to my regret. To find 
that the means of carrying on one’s life work 
were suddenly at anend was not a happy 
position; but I had to face it, and to re- 
place as best I could the basis to which | 
had trusted for years past. Though I say 
farewell, on the one hand, it has only 
been to welcome, on the other hand, most 
of my friendson your committee and elsewhere, 
who have continued to heartily support my 
work on its new basis ; and, to my surprise, I 
shall be able to excavate on a larger acale than 
during the past two years. We can, therefore, 
all be pleased with the outcome of what looked 
a bad prospect five months ago. You have the 
whole resources of the fand for Dr. Naville’s 
work, and I have already secured a solid basis 
for my coming search for shepherd kings, 
Israelites, or what not of Semitic invaders, 
along the east of Egypt and Goshen. What the 
fature years may bring about wecan none of 
us desory. In the British School ot Archmwology 
in Egypt, now formally named, I shall continue 
to train students as I have done in the past ; 
and we may hope that this school may co- 
operate with the fund, much as the British 
School of Archeology at Athens has worked 
with other exploration funds. Farewell to you,, 
and all success to whatever will rescue the 
history of Egypt with the least possible loss. I 
now take my place among you asone of the 
oldest life members of the fand.

THE FUTURE SUDAN. 


> Two years ago Mr. Leigh Hunt (who, by 
the way, arrived at Aloxandria yesterday) 
described the’ Sudan as a land capable of 
wonderful development. He believed if the 
Sirdar were bat given half a chance, and had 
the health to continue the work, he would 
make the Sadan one of the greatest wealth 
and cotton producers in the world. Since then 
(says the “African World”) several important 
corporations have taken the work in hand 


since b3en reaping a golden harvest. Mr. Leigh 
Hont’s own enterprise, which bad the ‘financial 
support of the premier South African house, is 
progressing most favorably, and the natives 
are undoubtedly acquiring the proper modern 
methods of cultivation with rapidity. Two 
things, however, are still retarding the fall 
development of agriculture in the Upper Nile 

— irrigation difficulties, and the transfer by eale | 
of native-owned lands. The latter subject is 

evidently becoming one of the most knotty 

problems confronting the Government, yet tke 

rapid developments in the country make its 

early solution imperative if foreign capital, ! 
which is abundantly available for the purpose, 

is not to be discouraged.

SIR J. R. ELLBRMAN,

Among the names of the recipients of Birth- 
day Honors, we find one which is well-known 


in Egypt, that of Mr. J. R. Ellerman, who has |. 


been created a baronet. Mr. Ellerman is well: 
known through his association with the Eller- 
man and Papayanni Line, the City and Hall 
Line, the Westcott and Laurence Line, eto,’ : 

He was born at Baongh, near Hall, in 1869. 
He was educated at the Birmingham Grammar 
School, and entered business as a chartered 
accountant. In these pursuits he acquired va- 
loable experience and great aptitude, with 
regard to commercial affairs, which proved of 
the utmost service, when he afterwards embark- 
ed in shipping ventores. He msde London 
his principal headqaarterr, paying frequent 
visite to Liverpool. He became some years ago 
chairman. of the firm of Messrs, Frederick 
Leyland and Co., which at.the time was one of 
the most prosperous shipping concerns in the 
country. , . 

Great developments ensued, and at the time 
that the American shipping trust was launched 
by Mr. Pierpont Morgan it was found that 
Mr. Ellerman owned what might be called a 
controlling influence in the company. 

It is ramoured that when he sold ont to Mr. 
Morgan he cleared somewhere about one 
million sterling. He took-over the Maditer- 
ranean portion of the Leyland line, and sub- 
sequently purchased several others trading to 
the Mediterranean and the East. He showed 
in all directions a great grasp of business, aud 


he was always pushing to the front, antil now: 


he is one of the chiet ‘shipowners of the coun- 
try. He is algo associated with Wilson-Farness 
and others. He rendered good service to the 
Government during the South African war in 
providing some~excellent troopships, He has a 
large interest, too, in the River Plate trade.
